Comptroller Also Suggests 
Identical Army-Navy 
Regulations 


AFFECTS ALL SERVICES 


great interest to officers and enlisted 
men of all the Services is the favor- 
able six months’ gratuity pay decision 
which was handed down by the Comptroller 
General of the United States this week. 
The Comptroller mentioned during the 
course of this decision that “there would 
seem for consideration the advisability and 
practicability of identical regulations by 
the War and Navy Departments,” it is 
expected that a conference of Army and 
Navy officers will be convened in the near 
future for the purpose of preparing regu- 
lations bearing upon this important sub- 
ject. 

Provision was made in the Act of De- 
cember 17, 1919, 41 Stat. 367, that upon 
the official notification of the death from 
wounds or disease, not the result of their 
own misconduct, every active regular offi- 
cer or enlisted man or those on the retired 
list when on active duty, an amount equal 
to six months’ pay at the rate received by 
such officer or enlisted men at the date of 
his death will be paid to his widow, “and 
if there be no widow, to the child or chil- 
dren, and if there be no widow or child, 
to any other dependent relative of such offi- 
= = enlisted man previously designated 
yy him, 


BENEFICIARY SOUGHT 

In this case considerable difficulty was 
experienced in fixing the beneficiary as des- 
ignated by the decedent. The deceased had 
designated his wife, from whom, the records 
showed, he had been divorced for about 20 
years; secondly, his two daughters, next in 
the beneficiary line, were not actually a 
dependent of the deceased at the date of 
his death, and thirdly, his father ,also des- 
ignated by the decedent, had died on or 
about July 25, 1923. 

In commenting upon the advisability of 
securing complete records of those in the 
Service so that matters of relationship and 
dependency can be readily determined by 
the authorities, the Comptroller General 
Said: 

“It would seem the better practice to se- 
cure as complete a record as possible dur- 
ing the lifetime of the officer, enlisted man 
or nurse, so that the matters of relation- 
ship and dependency can be more readily 
determined from the facts appearing in the 
application or voucher required of the 
beneficiary, the form of which application 
or voucher could be identical for all Serv- 
ices. To aid in such a procedure the idea 
of having all designations made _period- 
leally or previous designations corroborated 
from time to time at once suggests itself 
as (desirable, 

Had such a check system been in force 
the case just handed down by the Comp- 
troller General could have easily been 
passed upon. Upon this point the decision 
read as follows: 

“In support of her claim the mother has 
submitted an affidavit attested by two wit- 
hesses that she is 70 years of age; that 
She reared her son’s two daughters for 
him: that for several years before his 
death the deceased contributed to her sup- 
Port, and that she was looking forward to

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FEW SERVICE MEASURES PASSED 
REVIEW OF LAST SESSION SHOWS NAVY RESERVE BEGUN 





ASIDE from the War and Navy Depart- 


ment appropriation bills, no Service 
legislation of the first magnitude was 
passed at the short session. The only 


measure which could be rated as of gen- 
eral interest was the Naval Omnibus bill. 
Even this in the late hours of the session 
was shorn of a number of important pro- 
visions to the Navy. 

The Army appropriation bill (H.R. 
11248) was reported from the Anpropria- 
tion Committee on January 2, 1925, Re- 
port number 1071. It was passed by the 
House on January 9, 1925. It was _ re- 
ported in the Senate on January 22, 1925, 
report number 901. The bill passed the 
Senate January 24, 1925, and was sent fo 
the Conference January 26, 1925. The 
House agreed to the Conference report on 
February 4. 1925. and the Senate on Feb- 
ruary 5. The bill was approved February 
12, 1925, and is known as Public Law 


No. 413. 
NAVY APPROPRIATION BILL 
The Navy appropriation bill (H.R. 


10724) was reported from the Appropria- 
tion Committee on December 13, 1924; 
Report No. 1044. It passed the House 
December 19, 1924, and was reported to 
the Senate January 7, 1925; Report No. 
843. It passed the Senate January 22, 
1925, and was sent to Conference January 
22, 1925. The House agreed to the Con- 
ference report February 3, 1925, and the 
Senate agreed to the Conference report on 
February 4. The Navy bill was approved 
February 11, 1925, and is known as Public 
Law No. 398. 

Thirty-six independent Service bills be- 
came laws during the session. Of course, 
a number of these bills, such as the Navy 
Omnibus Bill, covered a variety of sub- 
jects, and in some cases were originally 
introduced as separate bills and consoli- 
dated. All other bills, aside from the sub- 
joined list, must be reintroduced at the 
next session, as they died with the ad- 
journment of Congress upon March 4, 
Eleven of these Senate bills which become 
laws are as follows: ;

Passage Of Naval Reserve 
Bill Calls For Drastic 


Revision 


TO CHANGE REGULATIONS 


VERY activity in the Navy Department 

that has anything to do with the Naval 
Reserve is now working at war-rate speed 
in an effort to put into effect the bill 
which was passed at the last session of 
Congress for the_ reorganization of the 
Naval Reserve. In this connection, the 
members of the Naval Reserve are being 
appealed to to apply before October 1 for 
appointment in the new Naval Reserve 
which is created by the law. 

Attention has been directed to those pro- 
visions of the Naval Reserve law which 
make it effective July 1, 1925. Members 
now in the Naval Reserve force will be 
transferred for the remainder of their cur- 
rent enlistments without any examination 
of any kind. After the expiration of their 
current enlistment they will be required to 
take the examination under the new oe 
lations unless they apply before October 
1. If they apply before that date they will 
be required to take only a physical exam- 
ination to be appointed in their confirmed 
ranks to serve during the pleasure of the 
President. The new act will result in 
wiping out all provisional assignments of 


- rank. 


CREATES THREE CLASSES 

The new law creates three classes of 
Naval Reserves. They are: The Fleet 
Naval Reserve, the Merchant Marine Naval 
Reserve and the Volunteer Naval Reserve. 
The Fleet Naval Reserve, under the new 
law, will comprise all officers and enlisted 
men who served in the combatant forces. 
This will be composed of three classes 
which existed under the old law. They 
are: Class 1, Fleet Naval Reserve; Class 
2. Naval Reserve, and Class 5, the Naval 
Reserve Flying Corps. What is called Mer- 
chant Marine Naval Reserve in the new 
act was known as the Naval Auxiliary Re- 
serve, or Class 3, under the old law. The 
Voluntary Naval Reserve, created by the 
new law, will consist mainly of Class 4, 
the Coast Defense Naval Reserve, and Class 
6, Volunteer Naval Reserve. Under the 
new law Reserves who have service in the 
Regular Navy will be in the Fleet Naval 
Reserve, as well as the former Naval Mi- 
litia and Citizen Sailors. Officers and men 
who qualify for deck service, engineering 
and aviation will compose largely the 
Fleet Naval Reserve. 

The Chief of Bureau of Navigation has 
sent out a circular letter to the comman- 
dants of all Naval Districts and the com- 
mandant of the Washington Navy Yard, 
urging the prompt physical examination of 
Class 6 officers who are serving in provi- 
sional rank for confirmation or for qual- 
ification in present provisional rank. 

This is done so that the Navy Depart- 
ment will be authorized to pay these offi- 
cers under the Comptroller General’s de- 
cision. The Bureau, in outlining the pur- 
poses of the examination and its plans, 
sets forth: 

“Confirmation of those who have had at 
least three months’ active service in the 
Naval Reserve Force either as an officer 
or as an enlisted man. 

“Qualification in provisional rank of 
those who have had less than three months 
active service in the Naval Reserve Force,

“Immediate confirmation of Class 6 offi- 
cers now holding provisional rank is im- 
perative for the following reasons: 

“The Comptroller, after considering the 
Lawless decision of the Court of Claims, 
which adversely affects the interests of offi- 
cers serving in provisional ranks, announced 
that after March 1, 1925, Reserve officers 
may be paid while on active training duty 
only at the rate to which they are entitled 
by their confirmed rank, except that officers 
who enrolled in a provisional rank who 
have not completed the three months ac- 
tive service in the Naval Reserve Force 
required. 

“The application and the report of phys- 
ical examination when received in the Bu- 
reau will be submitted for consideration in 
connection with the fitness reports and 
service record of the candidate to a board 
composed of three officers of the Regular 
Navy of or above the rank of lieutenant 
commander. Provisional officers who are 
recommended by this board will be either 
confirmed or qualified for provisional rank 
without further examination. 

“The Bureau desires that only Naval 
Reserve officers who have been confirmed in 
grade should be ordered to any active duty 
directly by the District Commandants. 
Naval Reserve officers who are not con- 
firmed in any grade should not be ordered 
to any active duty without first obtaining 
authority from the Bureau in each indi- 
vidual case.” 

NAVAL RESERVE ORGANIZATION 

The passage of the act will necessitate 
a complete revision of the Naval Re- 
serve Regulations, and a board of ten mem- 
bers has been appointed for this purpose, 
of which Capt. Zeno E. Briggs. U.S.N., is 
the senior member. Captain Briggs is in 
charge of the Reserve Section of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation. The other members of 
the board are: 

Capt. C. F. Macklin (Opr.) ; Comdr. J. 
M. Smeallie, U.S.N. (Nav.); Lt. Comdr. 
V. L. Kirkman; Lt. Comdr. H. H. Frost

The revision makes a radical change in 
the status of the Naval Reserve. They be- 
come more closely identified with the Regu- 
lar Navy, and as a consequence, it will be 
necessary to rewrite all of the Regulations.

GIVE NAVY SELECTION 
BOARDS MEETING DATES 


ACCORDING to an announcement made 
by the Bureau of Navigation, Boards on 
Selection to recommend for promotion offi- 
cers of the line and of the Staff Corps in- 
dicated will he convened as follows: 

(a) Line Board, about June 15, to rec- 
ommend officers for promotion to the grades 
of rear admiral. captain and commander. 

(b) Medical Corps Board, to be con- 
vened in June or July, to recommend offi- 
cers for promotion to the ranks of captain 
and commander. 

(c) Supply Corps Board, to be con- 
vened in June or July, to recommend offi- 
cers for promotion to the ranks of rear 
admiral, captain and commander.

Recommendations On 
National Guard Are 
Announced 


ASK DEFENSE ACT ADD 


As was announced in these columns last 
week, the following are part of the rec- 
ommendations of the several committees as 
read and adopted at the school of instruc- 
tion for Adjutants General of the several 
States which was concluded in Washington 
on March 10. More will be given next 
week. They are as follows: 

“Tt is recommended that a new section 


to be marked 75a be inserted in the Na- 
tional Defense Act to follow the present 
section 75 and to read as follows: 
DEFENSE COMMISSIONS 
“Commissions in the Army of the United 
States. A person appointed and commis- 
sioned in the National Guard and recog- 
nized as a National Guard officer by the 
Secretary of War shall, upon his applica- 
tion, be commissioned in the Army of the 
United States in the grade and branch cor- 
responding to the grade and branch to 
which he was appointed in the National 
Guard, 
“Such commission will remain in effect 


during the period of Federal recognition 
and terminate at the expiration thereof, 
except that when such an officer is drafted 
into the service of the United States the 
commission in the Army of the United 
States shall continue in effect during the 
period of such draft and for six months 
after discharge from the draft. 

“In time of War a National Guard offi- 
cer commissioned in the Army of the United 
States under the provisions of this section 
may be appointed to a higher temporary 
rank without vacating the commission in 
the Army of the United States which he 
holds on account of his National Guard 
appointment. P 

“Officers shall be commissioned in the 
Army of the United States by the President 
alone, except general officers, who shall be 
commissioned by and with the advice of 
the Senate. h 

“The commission of an officer commis- 
sioned in the Army of the United States 
under the provisions of this section may be 
terminated at any time in the discretion 
of the President. 

“Officers commissioned in the Army of 
the United States under the provisions of 
this section will be governed by such regu- 
lations as the Secretary of War may pre- 
scribe. 

WANT INSTRUCTION SCHOOL 

“It is recommended that the School of 
Instruction for Adjutants General, place 
itself definitely on record as being in favor 
of a State staff in the peace-time set-up of 
the National Guard and that positions for 
the members thereof be provided in mobili- 
zation plans in the war-time set-up. 

“It is recommended that the first sen- 
tence of paragraph 365, National Guard 


Regulations, 1922, be changed to provide 
that when an enlisted man of the National 
Guard applies for enlistment in any of the 
Regular services such enlisted man shall 
be reguired to request his discharge in 
writing through channels. If the State 


authorities approve the application the 
Adjutant General shall send the discharge 
certificate to the Recruiting Officer to 
whom the man has applied for enlistment. 

“That the requirements of paragraph 
365, National Guard Regulations, 1922, in- 
cluding the changes suggested herein, be 
included in instructions to the Recruiting 
Officers of the Regular Army, the United 
States Navy and Marine Corps, and that 
a iia co-operation be urgently re- 
quested, 

“Tt is recommended that an annual 
dropping allowance to take care of un- 
avoidable losses of Federal property in 
ene of the National Guard be au- 
norizer 
_ “It is recommended that the authoriza- 
"ion for caretakers be extended to include 
all National Guard organizations whose 
minimum maintenance strength equals or 
exceeds fifty men.

“It is recommended that the Militia

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WEST POINT DINNERS 
HELD IN ALL SECTIONS 


“HE 123d anniversary of the founding 
of the United States Military Academy 
was celebrated on March 21 by banquets 
in twelve of the larger Army centers. Pre- 
liminary reports indicated that over 2000 
guests sat down at twelve banquets, which 
were held, not only in the United States 
but in the Hawaiian Islands and the 
Philippines. The celebrations took place 
at Fort Ethan Allen, Boston, Washington, 
Chicago, St. Louis, Fort Sam Houston, 
San Francisco, Honolulu, Manila, Fort 
Leavenworth and New York city. The 
largest affairs were at Washington and 
New York city. Secretary of War Weeks 
being out of town, the Assistant Secretary 
of War took his place as a representative 
of the War Department. At the Washing- 
ton dinner Maj. Gen. John L. Hines, Chief 
of Staff, presided as toastmaster. Speeches 
were made by Col. H. A. Dupont, former 
United States Senator and the oldest grad- 
uate of the Academy at the present; As- 
sistant Secretary of War Davis, General 
Pershing, Maj. Gen. Hanson Ely, president 
of the Army War College, and Maj. Gen. 
Clarence C. Williams, Chief of Ordnance. 
During the evening greetings were ex- 
changed between the banqueters at differ- 
ent places and the glories of the Academy 
were pictured at all of the celebrations. 
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GEN. PERSHING ACTIVE 
DESPITE RETIREMENT 


HERE is nothing in General Pershing’s 

activity in the past five or six months 
that indicates that he is on the retired list. 
When he is at the War Department his 
relations with the General Staff are the 
same that they were before his retirement. 
Maj. Gen. John L. Hines, Chief of Staff, 
consults him on important matters, it is 
said, just as if he were on the active list 
and occupied the same official status as he 
did before retirement. Maj. Gen. Dennis 
Nolan, Deputy Chief of Staff, and other 
members of the Staff are frequently callers 
at General Pershing’s office to discuss mat- 
ters relative to Army administration. As 
he previously stated, the Secretary of War 
also avails himself of General Pershing’s 
counsel on military affairs, 

General Pershing returned from his trip 
‘to South America in the best of health, 
despite his slight illness at Havana. He 
arrived in New York on March 13 and 
was at his office in Washington on March 
16. He is planning a western trip, prin- 
cipally to visit his home in Lincoln, Neb. 
When it became known that he was going 
west he was showered with invitations to 
attend celebrations and make speeches at 
western points. He has not decided just 
when he will leave Washington or whether 
he will go straight to Lincoln and return, 
or accept some of the invitations to stop 
en route. 

Since he has been in Washington he has 
had a conference with the President and 
the Secretary of State, at which he dis- 
cussed the situation in South America. 
General Pershing is very enthusiastic over 
the progress of the South American coun- 
tries and the opportunities for American 
enterprise and capital. In his opinion, the 
South American governments are becoming 
stabilized and that it will not be long 
until the periodical revolutions will only 
be a matter of memory. 
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BRITISH AIR CONTRACTS 


‘THE announcement made this week that 

contracts for airplanes in the amount 
of $1,100,000 had been awarded by the Gov- 
ernment was followed by a statement by 
the British Government that Great Britain 
is appropriating not less than $101,000,000 
for maintaining and increasing its air 
force, according to report. The American 
appropriation will provide for 85 new 
planes. 

The appropriation made by Great Brit- 
ain, in addition to meeting the mainte- 
nance costs of the air forces, will increase 
this service from 18 to 25 squardons. A 
comparison of the aviation construction 
programs of the two countries shows that 
the seven squadrons which will be added 
to the Royal Air Force will total 84 planes, 
one less than what the modest American 
appropriation will provide.

War and Navy Departments 
Indicate Indorsement 


of Plans 


SEEK NATIONAL SUPPORT 


‘THE heads of the War and Navy De- 
partments have approved the entire 
plan for the organization of the Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps Country Club at 
Washington. The directors and the com- 
mittee recently submitted the entire plan 
to the Secretary of the Navy, the Assistant 
Secretaries of War and Navy, the Chief 
off Staff of the Army, the Chief of Naval 
Operations and the Major General Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps. The Secre- 
tary of War was absent when the commit- 
tee made its rounds, but the plan will 
shortly be submitted to Mr. Weeks. 

The plans and work of the committee 
were not only approved by those in au- 
thority over the War and Navy Depart- 
ments, but assurances were given the ac- 
tive members of the club that support would 
be given from the War and Navy Depart- 
ments in every way possible. Both Secre- 
tary of War Weeks and Secretary of Navy 
Wilbur are known to be in favor of out- 
door exercise for officers of the Services. 
They feel that a well organized and main- 
tained country club will really increase the 
efficiency of the officers of the Services. 


The directors and committee are now 
planning to extend the campaign for mem- 
bers and support to other cities. It is 
proposed to organize committees in all of 
the larger Army and Navy centers. The 
directors believe that the club will become 
a national institution and that officers not 
now stationed at Washington will join it. 
There is scarcely an officer of the Army, 
Navy or Marine Corps who will not at 
least be stationed temporarily in Washing- 
ton, and will naturally be interested in 
building up a strong country club at the 
national capital, they pointed out. 


Maj. R. M. Danford, U.S.A., secretary- 
treasurer, in enumerating the steps that 
have been taken in organizing the club, 
submits the following information:

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NEW RADIO SET IS USED 
AT MARINE AIR FIELD 


RADIO set weighing fifty pounds, with 
a sending range of 15,000 miles, has 
been in use at the Marine Flying Field, 
Quantico, Va. This set sends with a high- 
frequency wave on a length varying from 
60 to 90 meters. Messages from this equip- 
ment were recently received on the Island 
of Guam, in the Western Pacific. Guam 
is 10,000 miles west of Quantico and 15,- 
000 miles east. The message was sent at 
2 A. M., Eastern standard time, at which 
time a greater part of the world is in dark- 
ness to the east than to the west. Because 
of the fact that radio waves travel better 
in the dark than in sunlight, and as equip- 
ment of this nature has never been known 
to send 10,000 miles in daytime, it is con- 
sidered certain that the message traveled 
easterly, by the longer but darker route. 
Gold Star Pilgrimage 8-Pt. 
This set is operated with two 50-watt 
vacuum tubes and is of very compact de- 
sign, measuring not over two feet in any 
dimension. This long-range, light-weight 
radio equipment, with a very small power 
input necessary, has been developed for use 
on aircraft of the Navy and Marine Corps, 
a field of radio use where light weight is 
a prime factor. Another advantage that 
this equipment possesses is that its wave- 
length range of 60 to meters does not 
in any way conflict with the commercial 
radiophone broadcasting wave lengths, 





which fall between 350 and 600 meters. 


This commercially used range has become 
very crowded and the Navy has made ef- 
forts to design equipment that would op- 
erate out of it, such as the set at Quantico. 
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ANNOUNCE ITINERARY OF 
MIDSHIPMAN CRUISE 


ANNOUNCEMENT was made this week 
by Admr. Edward W. Eberle, chief of 
Naval Operations, Navy Department, of 
the approved 1925 midshipmen’s practice 
cruise. The practice ——— this . year 
will consist of the U.S.8S. New York, Ar- 
kansas and Utah, all three of which will 
arrive off Annapolis not later than May 30. 
According to the approved itinerary, the 
squadron will cover 12,121 miles, and of 
the 91 days which will be required to com- 
plete the cruise, the embryo naval officers 
will spend 52 days at sea, while 39 will 
be in port. 

The Midshipmen will leave Annapolis on 
June 6 for Panama, where they are due 
to arrive June 14. After taking on fuel 
here they will sail June 17 for San Pedro, 
Calif., at which port they will arrive June 
30. Some overhauling work will be done 
on the vessels while at anchor in San 
Pedro harbor and on July 8 the squadron 
will proceed to San Francisco, where they 
will arrive July 10. After taking on fuel 
here the Midshipmen will sail on July 17 
for Astoria, arriving there on July 20. 

The next port of call will be Seattle, 
Wash., where they will arrive July 23. A 
week will be spent ere, and on July 30 
the squadron will start on the return jour- 
ney, bound for San Diego, where she will 
arrive on August 4 to take on fuel. They 
will leave here August 8 for Panama, 
where the squadron is due to arrive on Au- 
gust 20. More fuel will be taken aboard 
here, and on August 22 they will sail for 
Annapolis, where the squadron will arrive 
on August 30.

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IMPORTANT NAVY SHIFTS 
TO BE MADE SHORTLY 


GPECULATION as to who wili relieve 
Adm. R. E. Coontz as commander-in- 
chief of the United tates Fleet has now 
centered upon Adm. 8S. S. Robison, com- 
mander of the Battle Fleet. It is gener- 
ally believed that he will move up to the 
head of the Fleet when the time comes for 
the change. 

Rear Adm. Charles F. Hughes, chief of 
the Fleet Training Division of the Naval 
Operations, is known to be slated for an 
important command in the Fleet and there 
is conviction in influential quarters that 
he will succeed Adm. Robison as com- 
mander-in-chief of the Battle Fleet. In 
other quarters belief is held that Vice-Adm. 
Henry A. Wiley will move up to succeed 
Adm. Robison. By this program, it is 
stated, Adm. Hughes will succeed Adm. 
Wiley as commander of the Battleship Di- 
vision of the Battle Fleet. 

Although it is known that Rear Adm. 
Julian Latimer is to be relieved as Judge 
Advocate General to assume command of 
the Special Service Squadron, it is stated 
his successor has not yet been selected. 
Rumors became current generally around 
the Department during the past week that 
Capt. Edward H. Campbell, Assistant Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, is to succeed 
Adm. Latimer as Judge Advocate General. 
This came as a distinct surprise to the 
slate-makers, as Capt. Ridley McLean was 
picked out for this place some time ago by 
those who are supposed to know. At the 
same time, Capt. Richard H. Leigh, 
former Assistant Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation but now instructor at the Naval 
War College, was mentioned in connection 
with the Judge Advocate Generalship. It 
is stated that the Secretary is exercising 
great care in filling this place, as under the 
policy of the Navy Department the Judge 
Advocate General has charge of Service 
legislation. 

With the announcement of the Secretary 
of Navy, published last week, that Adm. 
Moffett would be the only Bureau chief 
that would be be reappointed the friends of 
some of the captains in the Supply Corps 
became active, with the view of having 
them selected to succeed Rear Adm. David 
Potter as Chief of the Bureau. Capt. BE. 
W. Bonnafon appears to be the most prob- 
able successor to Adm. Potter, according to 
report, although a number of others, in- 
cluding Capt. T. W. Leutz and Capt. David 

. Addison are being mentioned. It is 
stated at the Secretary’s office that the mat- 
ter of Adm. Potter’s successor has not yet 
been taken up by the Secretary. The Sec- 
retary and his advisors are now busy try- 
— to work out a general plan for the 
relief of flag officers in the Fleet, as the 
orders for the past week show the work of 
relieving the captains has already been 
inaugurated. 

If Capt. Campbell becomes Judge Advo- 
cate General, the Secretary of Navy must 
select another Assistant Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation. There will also be another 
important vacancy to fill in the Bureau of 
Navigation when Capt. Z. EB. Briggs, Chief 
of the Naval Reserve Corps Division, is 
relieved to go to the Navy War College. 
Capt. William P. Scott, who is relieved 
from the command of the Oklahoma, has 
been ordered to the Bureau of Navigation, 
but it is stated this may be only tempo- 
rary duty, so as to permit the assignment 
of Capt. Willis McDowell to command of 
the Oklahoma upon his relief from the 
Naval War College. ‘ 

Capt. Walter F. Crosley, who, in the 
orders was relieved from command of the 
Idaho, is to succeed Capt. Frederick B. 
Bassett, U.S.N., retired, as hydrographer. 
Capt. Bassett is to continue duty as chair- 
man of the Advisory Committee of the Con- 
ference on Oceanography. 

One of the perplexing problems that the 
Secretary is called upon to solve, observers 
assert, is to select shore assignment for 
Adm. Coontz upon his relief as Commander- 
in-chief of the U. S. Fleet. When that is 
solved other assignments of flag officers 
will be comparatively easy to arrange. 





ELECTED A. G. PRESIDENT

General Frank D. Beary, of Pennsylvania, 
then vice-president, was elected president 
at a special meeting, to fill_this vacancy 
due to the retirement of Brig.

These Re- 
serves will be ordered to join the Battle 
Fleet about April 1 and will be distributed 
among the battleships and possibly some 
of the destroyers. All Reserves joining the 
fleet will be required to make the cruise 
to the Hlawaiian Islands and take part in 
the Joint Army and Navy Problem. It 
will also be necessary to return all Re- 
serves to the United States and place them 
on an inactive status prior to the end of 
the fiscal year on July 1. 

The commandant of the 11th Naval Dis- 
trict has been authorized to recall 15, the 
commandant of the 12th Naval District 26, 
and the commandant of the 13th Naval 
District S Fleet Naval Reserves for this 
duty. All transportation involved for the 
Reserves will be by government conveyance 
and it is probable that they will all be re- 
turned to the United States from Honolulu 
about June 1 on the U.S.S. Arizona. 


HE Navy Department has under con- 

sideration the establishment of a divi- 
sion of eagle boats to operate with the 
Battle Fleet and to conduct experimental 
work with sound devices. ‘This division 
will probably be made up of Eagle Boats 
No. 35 and No. 47 from the 12th Naval 
District and Eagle Boat No. 58 from the 
14th Naval District and probably Eagle 
Boat No. 34 or No. 12 from the 11th Naval 
District. This Division will very likely 
be based in the San Pedro-San Diego area 
and will operate with units of the Fleet. 

In order to obtain the above eagle boats 
the department plans to place in commis- 
sion one of the destroyers, now out of 
commission at San Diego, for the use of 
the Naval Reserves of the 12th Naval Dis- 
trict. This vessel will be in command of 
a Naval Officer and will be based at San 
Francisco. Eagle Boat No. 58 from the 
14th Naval District will be replaced by 
one of the eagle boats, now out of commis- 
sion, at Pear] Harbor. 


UE to the large number of rated men 
who will be detached from the Battle 
Fleet and ordered to the Asiatic Station 
prior to July 1 it is considered very de- 
sirable to retain as many of the rated men 
whose term of enlistment is due to expire 
during the next year. In view of this 
fact the Bureau of Navigation has author- 
ized extensions of enlistment for one year 
to enlisted personnel of the Battle Fleet 
who are otherwise qualified for duty on the 
Asiatic Station. 

This same permission has also been given 
to men who desire to make the Australian 
cruise and whose enlistments expire be- 
tween April 14 and October 31. This ac- 
tion will permit a large number of men to 
make the Australian cruise who might not 
desire to re-enlist for a full period of four 
years. 


HE commandant of the Marine Corps 

has arranged to make the following 
transfers among officers attached to the 
Marine Guards of the battleships of the 
Battle Fleet. 

A captain will be ordered to join the 
Tennessee and lieutenants to join the West 
Virginia and Seattle at San Francisco. 
Captains will be ordered to join the Mary- 
land and New Mexico at Puget Sound prior 
to departure from the United States al- 
though the actual relieving will not take 
place until the maneuvers have been com- 
pleted in the Hawaiian Islands. Captains 
from the expeditionary force will join the 
California, Pennsylvania and Mississippi 
at Honolulu upon completion of the ma- 
neuvers and all reliefs will be affected in 
sufficient time to permit the officers to re- 
turn to San Diego via the U.S.S. Hender- 
son about May 1. 


S. Naval Coaling Station at 

Pichilingue was formerly closed on 
March 7. The U.S.S. Vega stopped at 
Pichilinque and took on board such equip- 
ment as was considered worth saving. The 
U.S.S. Sonoma towed a water barge and 
the U.S.S. Koka two coal barges to San 
Diego.

O’N March 4 while the Battle Fleet was 
engaged in fleet problem number five 
Chief Carpenter J. A. Kemmler was found 
dead in his room on board the U.S.S. 
Medusa. His death was probably due to 
heart trouble. The body was transferred 
from the U.S.S. Medusa to the U.S.S. 
Relief at sea. Kemmler leaves a widow 
residing at San Pedro, California. 


COLLISION occurred between the de- 
stroyer U.S.S. Robert Smith, in com- 
mand of Commander J. W. Lewis, and the 
U.S.S. Langley, in command of Captain E. 
S. Jackson, on the morning of March 2 off 
the entrance of San Diego. The U.S.S. 
Robert Smith with other destroyers of the 
Battle Fleet had left San Diego to take 
part in fleet problem number five and some 
time later the U.S.S. Langley also left San 
Diego to join the fleet in this problem. 
About ten miles off the entrance a very 
thick fog shut down and while endeavoring 
to join up with the flagship the U.S.S. 
Robert Smith collided with the U.S.S. 
Langley striking the U.S.S. Langley on 
the port bow. The U.S.S. Robert Smith 
had her bow badly damaged and returned 
to San Diego. A small hole about fifteen 
feet above the water line was the only 
damage sustained by the U.S.S. Langley, 
which continued on with the fleet. The 
U.S.S. Robert Smith was docked on the 
Marine Railway at the Destroyer Base and 
emergency repairs made so she could pro- 
ceed to Mare Island under her own steam 
where she will be permanently repaired. 
About the same time and under the same 
conditions attending the collision of the 
U.S.S. Langley and U.S.S. Robert Smith 
the U.S.S. Percival, in command of Lieu- 
tenant Commander ©. H. Cobb, and the 
U.S.S. Chase, in command of Lieutenant 
Commander A. G. Olson, collided. The 
U.S.S. Pereival was slightly damaged on 
the port side abreast No. 1 fire room, while 
the U.S.S. Chase had her bow damaged 
and several slight leaks below the water 
line. Both the U.S.S. Percival and U.S.S. 
Chase were able to continue with fleet 
problem number five. 


HORTLY after leaving San Diego for 

fleet problem number five the U.S.S. 
Mervine reported trouble with her engines 
and she was authorized to return to San 
Diego to affect repairs. The U.S.S. Mer- 
vine left San Diego on March 3 and re- 
joined the Battle Fleet on March 4.

LEET problem number five, conducteg 

by the Battle Fleet on one side anq a 
portion of the Scouting Fleet on the othe; 
was completed at daylight on March 11 
This problem began on February 25 with 
the departure of the Scouting Fleet from 
Panama. The Battle Fleet left San Ped, 
on March 2 and proceeded to the south. 
west, where they were subject to attack by 
the Scouting Fleet after March 8 °* 

The Battle Fleet in enacting the role o 
Invading Fleet was constantly on the alert 
to prevent attacks by the light cruisers and 
destroyers of the Scouting Fleet. Air. 
craft from the U.S.S. Langley were used 
daily in connection with the maneuvers, 

The Scouting Fleet after an arduous tr; 
up the Pacific Coast from Panama did a 
gain contact with the Battle Fleet until 
very late in the problem. The Submarines 
of the Scouting Fleet made attacks at 
night on the Invading Fleet and their 
conduct was particularly noteworthy jy 
view of the fact that they had been g 
sea many days since leaving Panama. 

The Battle Fleet, consisting of 9 battle 
ships, 1 light cruiser, 29 destroyers, 1 air. 
craft tender and 11 train vessels, a totaj 
of 51 ships, successfully conducted this 
problem with no casualties and it is ¢op. 
sidered that all hands greatly benefitted i; 
the experience gained under war conditions 

After the problem was called off, on th 
morning of March 11, the Commander jn 
Chief, U. S. Fleet, with his flagship the 
U.S.S. Seattle formed the ships of the 
I . S. Fleet present and proceeded to San 
Diego, arriving there at noon on March 22 

The U. S. Fleet assembled at San Diegy 
during the period March 12 to March 1j 
consisted of 10 battleships, 9 light cruisers 
59 destroyers, 1 aircraft carrier, 8 tenders 
9 train vessels, 10 tugs and 1 armored 
cruiser, a total of 107 ships. 

‘There were present with the fleet 2 ai. 
mirals, 2 vice admirals and 10 rear ad- 
mirals, making with the commandant of the 
11th Naval District a total of 15 flag off- 
cers. A total of 2100 officers will be pres 
ent with the fleet and the 100 officers on 
shore in the vicinity of San Diego will 
bring the total to about 2200 officers 
Over 31,000 enlisted personnel attached to 
the vessels of the fleet were in San Diego 
during this period. 

_ Three thousand enlisted men and Ma- 
rines stationed in the vicinity of San Diego 
made the total of enlisted men 34,000. 
Combining the number of officers and men 
present, during the four days, there were 
well over 36,000 officers and men of the 
Navy and Marine Corps at San Diego. 
_ On Saturday, March 14, a critique cover- 
ing fleet problem number five was held at 
the Air Station, North Island. It is esti- 
mated that there were in attendance about 
400 officers, including flag officers and their 
staffs, unit commanders and commanding 
officers of all ships engaged in the problem. 
All units taking part in the problem were 
given an opportunity to explain their ac 
tivities during the period of the problem 
and to make such criticism and suggestions 
as they considered pertinent. At the end 
of the critique Admiral R. E. Coontz, com- 
mander in chief, U. S. Fleet, summarized 
the results of the problem and gave his 
opinion as chief umpire.

CLAIMS FOR BACK PAY 


is a circular under date of March 17, 
issued by the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts, methods are described for secut- 
ing payment of rent allowances as provi 
by the amended Act of June 10, 1922. The 
following is the text of the letter: 

“The reference promulgates instructions gover 
ing payment of rental allowance from July 1, 
1922, together with a revised form upon which 
this allowance may be claimed. Provision 38 
made for back credits by Naval fiscal officers of 
payments due from July 1, 1922. 

‘Attention is invited, however, to the fact that 
under Article 1869, Navy Regulations, 1920, 
credits by Naval fiscal officers are limited to claims 
arising within the two fiscal years preceding the 
current fiscal year and therefore claims of officers 
for rental allowance which became due betwee 
July 1, 1922 and June, 30, 1923 must be settled 
by June 30, 1925, after which date such ciaims 
must await Congressional action if allowed by the 
General Accounting Office. 

“It is reuested that as many credits as pos- 
sible that are found due under reference be made 
in the accounts for the third quarter 1925, and 
that every effort be made to complete this work 
in the accounts for the fourth quarter 1925. 
it be found that settlement cannot be made by 
the officer carrying the accounts, the claim of the 
officer should be forwarded promptly to the Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts for action as prescr# 
on Page 7903 Sand A Memoranda. 
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NTEREST is now centered by officers of 

the Marine Corps on the question as to 
how Section 7 of the Omnibus Naval Act 
wil) affect their future. There has always 
been some provision in the law governing 
the Marine Corps by which officers who 
have not qualified for promotion should be 
eliminated from the Corps. : 

While this has been in the Marine Corps 
Personnel laws for years, it would be pos- 
sible to count on the fingers of two hands 
the number of officers who have been dis- 
charged from the Marine Corps because 
they failed to qualify professionally for 
promotion. In most cases the real cause 
for the discharge of Marine Corps officers 
under this provision is on account of mis- 
eonduct or a failure to make any effort to 
keep up the Marine Corps standard. 


NEW PROMOTION SYSTEM 


THE new law provides a system under 

which officers can be gradually separated 
from the Corps without being brutally dis- 
charged. as was provided for in the old 
law. The new law provides that, in addi- 
tion to the certificate of qualification for 
promotion or advancement prescribed by 
the Secretary of the’ Navy, that the exam- 
ining board must: 

“Certify that there is sufficient evidence 
before the board to satisfy the board that 
the officer is fully qualified professionally 
for the higher grade or rank.” 

Officers who have been studying this 
provision are asking of what will “suffi- 
cient evidence” consist? This is appar- 
ently a very drastic provision, and_ what 
might appear to be “sufficient evidence” 
to one board might not cover the case with 
another board. A strict board might raise 
a very high standard as a test for profes- 
sional qualification. This, it is suggested 
in some quarters, really places in the hands 
of the examining board the power to elim- 
inate officers. In some quarters it was 
regarded as a parallel for the Class B sys- 
tem of the Army, which has resulted quietly 
in dropping a number of officers from the 
Army each year. Some are retired, while 
others are separated from the Service with 
one year’s pay. 

The new law goes on to specify that offi- 
cers who fail to qualify professionally shall 
be re-examined as soon as “it may be ex- 
pedient after the expiration of one year, if 
in the meantime he comes due for promo- 
tion.” This would appear to give them at 
least a second chance before officers would 
be eliminated or go out by the Class B 
route. 

Officers with less than ten years’ service, 
exclusive of that in the Military or Naval 
Academy, who fail to qualify profession- 
ally upon re-examination, will be honor- 
ably discharged with one year’s pay. 


RETIREMENT PROVISION 


OFFICERS with more than ten years of 

active service, exclusive of service at the 
Military or Naval Academy who fail upon 
re-examination and become ineligible for 
promotion will be retired with 2% per cent. 
for each year of total service, computed in 
accordance with the Joint Service Pay Act 
of June 10, 1922. 

It is further provided that officers upon 
reaching the lieutenant colonel grade shall 
be retired at 50 years and majors and com- 
pany officers at 45 years. 

The bill also creates an eligible list for 
appointment to brigadier generals in 
the grade of colonel. It provides for the 
appointment annually of a board of not 
less than five general officers of the Ma- 
rine Corps to prepare this list. This 
amounts to an introduction of a system of 
selection for appointment to the general 
officers’ grade. As the bill was originally 
written the selection system was extended 
down to a lower grade, but this was elim- 
inated before the bill became a law. 

There is also a system of selection for 
the heads of the staff departments. The 
officers for the heads of the staff depart- 
ments will first be appointed from those 
who have permanent staff commissions. 
There is a proviso that in the event that 
no officer holding a permanent appointment 
in the staff department is on the eligible 
list for appointment to the head of a de- 
partment, selections may be made from the 
line of field rank. 

The closing paragraph of this new law 
provides that any officer of the grade of 
colonel who is not on the eligible list for 
appointment as brigadier general or head 
of the staff department, shall be retired 
after he passes his fifty-sixth year at 2% 
per cent. of his pay, computed under Sec- 
tion 1 of the Joint Service Pay Act of 
June 10, 1922. 

Under this law it is apparent that the 
Secretary of the Navy will shortly appoint 
hoards to prepare an eligible list for both

the line and staff of the Marine Corps, 
which will result in some retirements. The 
action of the boards will be watched with 
absorbing interest throughout the entire 
Navy, as well as the Marine Corps. 


DEFEATED SERVICE BILLS 


B* alleged questionable methods, three 

meritorious bills were defeated in the 
closing weeks of the last session of Con- 
gress. All of these bills would have passed 
if they had reached a vote in the House 
it is said. Two of them passed the Senate, 
while the third was smothered in the House 
Committee on Military Affairs, although 
it was known that the majority of the com- 
mittee favored the bill. 

The bills referred to were the Hull 
bill (H.R. 5097) for the equalization of 
retired pay of officers of the Regular Army ; 
the Wurzbach bill (H.R. 5084) providing 
for the retirement for physical disabilities 
of officers who were originally appointed 
after they reached the age of 45, and the 
Curry bill (H.R. 7072) for the restoration 
of commissioned chief and warrant officers 
of the Navy to the pay status that they 
held before the passage of the Pay Act. 
While the Wurzbach bill was proposed as 
an amendment to the National Defense 
Act, it was really an amendment to the 
Pay Act. It was for this reason that it 
and the other two bills were opposed by 
Representatives Anthony and McKenzie, 
who assumed, in effect, that the Joint Ser- 
vice Pay Act was a sacred document and 
that its framers, like the king, “could do 
no wrong.” ‘ 

The amendment of the Joint Service Pay 
Act, which placed the officers who retired 
before it went into effect on a lower pay 
schedule than those that retired after its 
approval, was forced on the supporters of 
the bill at a time when they feared that if 
they did not accept it, the entire measure 
would be defeated. Immediately after the 
bill had passed, the older retired officers 
were promised by the leaders of the House 
that this discrimination would be removed. 

In carrying out this promise, Represen- 
tative Hull introduced his bill, and it re- 
ceived a favorable report from the military 
committee in the first session of Congress. 
Growing impatient, at the refusal of the 
House to act, Chairman Wadsworth of the 
Senate Military Committee introduced the 
same bill (S. 2294) in the Senate and re- 
ceived a favorable report from the Senate 
Committee. 

It passed the Senate on February 18, 
and was referred to the House Committee 
the next day. The House Committee’ re- 
ported out the Senate bill on February 20. 
It came up twice on the unanimous con- 
sent calendar, but was objected to each 
time by different members. In the last 
ten days of the session, the House was 
operating under a rule by which any mem- 
ber, upon being recognized by the speaker, 
could suspend the rules and bring a bill up 
for consideration. There was no question 
at any time, if the Hull bill or the Senate 


bill had reached a vote #t would have 
passed. However, through the manipula- 
tion of Chairman McKenzie, it never 


reached a vote. 
OBSTRUCTION TACTICS 


HE Wurzbach bill (H.R. 5084) received 

even worse treatment at the hands of 
Representative Anthony. While Mr. An- 
thony and Mr. McKenzie, were absent from 
the floor of the House, the bill came up on 
the unanimous consent calendar and was 
passed. When he was advised of the action 
of the House, Mr. Anthony came back and 
made an apparently tearful appeal for a 
reconsideration of the bill. Contrary to 
the rules of the House, it was reconsidered 
and passed again. 

In the meantime, Senator Wadsworth 
had secured the passage of the bill by the 
Senate. It was amended slightly and later 
the bill was attached as an amendment to 
the Vestal bill (H.R. 2865) giving retired 
officers credit for active duty while serving 
as military instructors at colleges. When 
this bill went over to the House, Repre- 
sentative McKenzie objected to its consid- 
eration. Then to straighten out the parlia- 
mentary situation, and to allow the Wurz- 
bach bill to go to the President as an inde- 
pendent measure, Senator Wadsworth 
secured the passage of a resolution recall- 
ing it from the House. For the first time 
in twenty years, the House refused to re- 
turn the bill, owing to the objections of 
Mr. Anthony and Mr. McKenzie. £ 
curious condition was thus created by this 
move under which a bill which had passed 


both houses did not become a law, or reach 
the President so it could be approved. This 
is without a parallel in the legislation of 
Congress. 

The Curry bill, which under an agree- 
ment in the House was referred to the 
military committee, although it affected 
commissioned and warrant officers of the 
Navy received somewhat similar treatment 
in the House Committee on Military 
Affairs. After the hearing before the mili- 
tary committee, it became apparent in the 
first session of Congress that two-thirds of 
the members of the committee were in 
favor of the bill. This was late in the first 
session, and at the urgent request of Chair- 
man McKenzie it was laid over to the last 
session. 

Mr. Curry took up the matter with the 
military committee early in the session and 
he received assurances from Chairman Mc- 
Kenzie that the bill would be taken up im- 
mediately after the holiday recess. This 
meant that it would be reported out, as 
there were only two members of the com- 
mittee who were outspoken in opposition 
to it. By skillful manipulations, Chair- 
man McKenzie was able to postpone con- 
sideration of the bill from time to time 
until it became so late that Mr. McSwain 
and the other supporters of the bill re- 
alized that it was too late to secure its 
passage through both houses, and did not 
press for a vote. 

It is confidently believed that, with the 
change in the chairman of the military com- 
mittee, all three of the bills will not only 
be reported out early next session, but be 
brought to a vote in the House. 


AGAINST ARBITRARY RULE 


A§ the result of the arbitrary methods 

of Chairman McKenzie of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs, there has 
been a quiet but none the less warlike 
declaration on the part of the members 
that, in the next Congress whoever is 
chairman of the committee will not be 
permitted to pigeon-hole and to report out 
bills without regard to the desires of the 
majority. It is proposed to have a regular 
calendar of the committee and follow it. 
According to a general understanding 
reached among the members of the com- 
emittee, bills are to come up in their regular 
order as appearing before the calendar. 
When a bill comes up, the members will 
have an opportunity to take some action 


on it and that the chairman will not be. 


permitted to bring up bills according to 
his views, and disregard the desires of the 
members. 

If it had not been for the fact that in 
the short session there was very little pros- 
pect of securing the passage of important 
bills, an insurrection would have occurred 
before Congress adjourned. For instance, 
the majority of the members of the com- 
mittee were convinced that some action 
should be taken on the War Department’s 
building program. 

A number of members entertained strong 
convictions on the question of the neglect 
of the Army’s barracks and quarters. 
Some of them had visited Army posts and 
were fully acquainted with the deplorable 
conditions of the quarters and barracks of 
the Army and were insisting that some 
legislation should be passed at this session. 
But Chairman McKenzie, when the War 
Department submitted its plan, stated: 

“Of course, at the short session we can 
pass no legislation for this, but it would 
be interesting to conduct hearings on the 
subject.” 

Carrying out his ideas, he referred it 
to a sub-committee of which Representative 
James of Michigan was chairman. Mr. 
James made an effort to secure some action 
through the joint Senate and House Com- 
mittees, but he found that he was blocked 
through the efforts of Chairman McKenzie, 
Mr. McKenzie insisting all the time that 
nothing could be done at the short session. 
He had introduced at last session a bill on 
the sale of military reservations, and evi- 
dently felt that his bill should be passed 
instead of the one recommended by the 
War Department. 

Early in the session it was decided that 
all of the bills amending the Joint Service 
Pay Act should be referred to the House 
Committee on Military Affairs. Accord- 
ingly, the Curry bill, restoring the commis- 
sion chief and warrant officers to the pay 
status that they had before the Joint Ser- 
vice Pay Act was passed was referred to 
the House Committee on Military Affairs. 

At a hearing conducted on the bill all of 
the members of the Committee, excepting 






Chairman McKenzie and one other, were 
convinced of the justice of the demand of 
the commissioned chief and warrant offi- 
cers. One member expressed himself as 
indifferent. Despite this overwhelming 
sentiment in favor of reporting out the bill, 
Chairman McKenzie was able to hold the 
bill in the committee until Congress ad- 
journed. 

These are the only instances that are 
given to indicate the policy of the chair- 
man of the Military Committee to which 
the members object. At an informal con- 
ference a majority of the members agreed 
that they would not submit to such domina- 
tion on the part of the next chairman of 
the committee, 


RETIRED &.0.T.C. DUTY 


FUNDS have been appropriated and the 

War Department is authorized to re- 
tain about 130 retired officers on active 
duty at the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps Units. Under the bill that was 
passed at this Congress, retired officers are 
now entitled to credit for active duty with 
the R.O.T.C. 

While just at present there are only a 
few units to which retired officers are 
eligible, the War Department is desirous 
of maintaining a list of retired officers who 
desire active duty in this capacity, it is 
said. The details to active duty are volun- 
tary on the part of retired officers and 
there is no way in which these officers can 
be selected unless they advise the Adjutant 
General of their desire for active duty. 
It is understood that the Department will 
not make any requests of retired officers, 
as it is the purpose of the Department to 
make the service voluntary in every sense 
of the word. 

It is the policy of the Department to 
detail retired officers to junior units when 
practicable. In considering the applica- 
tion for active service each officer’s record 
will be carefully considered as to qualifica- 
tions, as well as his rank, in connection 
— i size of the unit and the travel in- 
volved. 


COL. HAMMOND CONFIRMED 


ALTHOUGH the nomination of Col. 
Creed Cheshire Hammond to be Chief 
of the Militia Bureau was reported favor- 
ably on March 14 from the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, the Senate did 
not take action until March 18. As the 
Senate was expected to adjourn at the 
time, Col. Hammond’s friends became un- 
easy. The Senate was in executive session 
several times before his nomination was 
confirmed. 

The first time that it came up, on March 
16, Senator Walsh objected. ter, when 
the situation was explained to the Senator, 
he withdrew his objections. In the mean- 
time Senator Walsh and Senator Smoot 
had engaged in a rather warm exchange of 
compliments over the action on some other 
appointments, and Senator Smoot _pro- 
ceeded to enter an objection when Sena- 
tor Walsh withdrew his. 

There was no opposition as far as could 
be learned to the confirmation of Col. 
Hammond. At the same time, his nomina- 
tion became involved into a controversy 
over other matters, which was very dis- 
turbing to his friends.

THE CHEMICAL WARFARE SERVICE 





COMPARISON of the new German 

gas masks which have just been re- 
ceived in this country, indicate that the 
new models, which are of the snout type. 
are similar in many respects to those masks 
used by the, Germans during fhe war. 

The face-piece of the earlier model Ger- 
man mask was made of sheep leather, but 
the new type is made of very flexible rub- 
berized cloth. Also, the eye-pieces on the 
previous German model were fitted with a 
metal eye-protecting shield and a single 
dise of celluloid. The shield has been re- 
placed on the new mask by an additional 
dise of celluloid. The eye-pieces on the 
American gas mask are made of two discs 
of glass with a sheet of celluloid between. 
This not only affords better vision, but 
greater protection to the wearer’s eyes, as 
the assembly is shatter-proof. 

Charcoal and alkaline granules are the 
gas-absorbing materials contained in the 
German gas mask canister, which is screwed 
into the base of the mask. Charcoal is a 
friable wood charcoal and the alkaline 
granules are of potassium or sodium car- 
bonate, impregnated on some inert carrier 
such as infusorial earth. 

The American gas mask is in every way 
superior to the German, but we have less 
than 10,000 today available for use in an 
emergency while Germany has over 500,000, 


‘THE largest class which has ever been 
conducted at the Chemical Warfare 
Service School, Edgewood Arsenal, Mary- 


land, began instruction on March 2. This, 
the line and staff officers’ course, was at- 
tended by 18 Marine Corps officers and a 
similar number of officers representing the 
three component parts of the Army of the 
United States.

ARMY AIR SERVICE 


AS§ a result of tests conducted at McCook 

Field, Dayton, Ohio, on.January 23, 
the War Department has awarded $70,000 
to the Curtiss Company, and $60,000 to 
the Douglass Company, for the experi- 
menal observation airplane manufactured 
by each of these companies, and the devel- 
opment work involved in the production 
of these planes. The Army Air Service 
is seeking a safer and more maneuverable 
type of airplane for general observation 
use that will replace the war-built DH’s. 
The board of officers conducting these tests 
were composed of the following: 

Capt. Gerald E. Brower; Lloyd L. Har- 
vey, Capt. Walter Bender, 1st Lt. Carl A. 
Cover and ist Lt. Harold R. Harris. 
They are all expert aviators or observers 
and made actual tests of the new designs 
of observation airplanes which had been 
submitted by the Curtiss, Douglass and 
Wright Companies, 

The speed of the tested types was over 
= miles an hour, with ceiling over 20,000 
eet. 

A system of grading was arranged, which 
included. performance, flying qualities, 
maintenance and miscellaneous features. 
A total of 30 points was granted for per- 
formance based on speed, service ceiling 
and cruising radius; 35 points were 
granted for flying qualities, which included 
stability, maneuverability and controlabil- 
ity, landing and tarying and take-off; 20 
points were granted for maintenance, 
which included both the engine and air- 
plane; 10 points were given for ease of 
manufacture; 50 points were granted for 
miscellaneous features, which included 
cockpit arrangement, safety of crew, cool- 
ing system, self-starter, fuel capacity, con- 
trol mechanism and stabilizer adjustment. 

The Curtiss model exceeded the basis of 
rating by three points, scoring a total of 
148 points, and the Douglass came up to 
the requirements with a score of 145. 

The board was favorably impressed with 
the strides that have been made in com- 
mercial airplane manufacturing and de- 
sign within the past few years. 


IN COMPARISON with the aircraft plans 

of foreign countries, the probable air- 
craft purchase plans of the Army Air Ser- 
vice and the Bureau of Aeronautics of the 
Navy for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 
1925, are very modest. 

_The War Department expenditures for 
aircraft contemplate the procuring of 158 
training airplanes, of which 100 will be of 
the primary type and the remaining 
of the advanced type, 50 bombardment air- 
planes and 50 pursuit planes. 

According to the tentative purchase plans 
of the Bureau of Aeronautics, a total of 
212 planes will be secured, which will 
probably be divided among the followin 
102 torpedo, scouting and patro 
planes; 43 observation planes, 40 training 
planes and 28 fighting ships. 
ADOPTION of the new commercial air 

policy of both the Army and Navy air 
forces made it possible for the commercial 
companies to send ten machines out of 
Washington, D. C., on March 4 to deliver 
films and pictures for at least ten different 
companies. Flights were made to Phila- 
delphia, New York, Boston and Columbus, 
and of the ten machines so used only 
one failed to get through. This machine 
was scheduled to go to Chicago and left 

Washington in the face of a radio from 
Moundsville, West Virginia, advising of 
heavy snows in this State. By cutting 
south, the pilot succeeded in reaching 
Columbus. Due to heavy fog and rain, 
the machine did not make the trip to 
Chicago, which would have necessitated 
night flying. 

SAN FRANCISCO’S police department 

is to adopt new methods of routing the 
lawless element. Instruction in military 
tactics especially adapted for police work 
and comprising chemical warfare with the 
latest developments for projecting over- 
powering gases, machine gunnery, sniping, 
riot duty and drills is to be given selected 
men of the local police department by 

Regular Army officers stationed at the 
Presidio. 

Arrangements for the special instruction 
which will place San Francisco’s police 
department among the foremost in mod- 
ern efficiency have just been completed 
between Major General Charles T. Meno- 
her, through his chief of staff, Colonel A. 
V. P. Anderson, and Chief of Police Da- 
niel J. O’Brien. 

Maj. Oscar A. Eastwold, Chemical War- 
fare officer of the 9th Corps Area, will 
conduct the classes in the use of chemicals, 
and Lt. Col. E. M. Shinkle, Ordnance of- 
ficer, will conduct the preliminary instruc- 
tion in machine gun work. Other spe- 
cially selected officers will .be instructors 
in ne other subjects to be given to the 
police.

THE MOUNTED SERVICES 





HE Annual Report of the Carnegie In- 
stitute of Washington contains in- 
formation that will probably be of interest 
to every man in the mounted service of the 
United States Army. It is said there is 
to be undertaken a thoroughly scientific 
study in the genetics of the thoroughbred 
horse and from -a statement of the Insti- 
tution it will be made in a way that will 
be of definite use to all lovers of the 
thoroughbred. Carnegie Institutiton made 
the following statement on the work under 
way: 
. "During the year studies were continued 
In the genetics of the thoroughbred horse 
by Dr. H. H. Laughlin in collaboration 
with Mr. Walter J. Salmon. Researches 
were undertaken in England, the home of 
this breed of horse, and special research 
was begun into the methods of mate selec- 
tion followed by the English breeders. A 
personal visit was made by Dr. Laughlin 
to several of the most important English 
Studs, and finally a field worker, Miss 
May Carter, was secured for the purpose 
of gathering biological data concerning 
soundness, speed and stamina of the sev- 
eral members of selected strains of horses. 
Headquarters have been provided for her 
- the rooms of the Eugenics Education 
Society, 11 Lincoln’s Inn Fields, London. 
In Kentucky, in collaboration with 
Prof. W. S. Anderson of the Department 
of Genetics of the University of Kentucky, 
Mr. A. R. Quarles was employed as field 
Worker for making studies on the family 
Strains of selected groups of American 
thoroughbreds. 
“A third field worker is maintained with 
headquarters at the Eugenics Record Of- 
fice, making similar family studies of the 


horses which compete in 
held near New York city. 

“The work in horse genetics is now 
well established with a staff comprising 
Miss Alice Hellmer, the principal scien- 
tific assistant, and three field workers and 
one office assistant. A highly scientific 
library on horse genetics is being built up, 
and the whole work organized for the 
principal purpose of securing facts in ref- 
erence to the family distribution of sound- 
ness, speed and stamina, and the inheri- 
tance and variability of these qualities, 
and to the principles of mate selection fol- 
lowed in building up and maintaining 
highly specialized strains within the breed 
of thoroughbreds. 

“Data are being critically collected and

, Systematized so that such questions and 


problems as the following can ultimately 
be answered or worked out: 

“1. Have the best stallions been con- 
sistently put to the best mares, or has the 
matter of fashion and reputation played 
‘an undue part? 

“2. Has the type of inbreeding been a 
‘definite factor in speed production? 

“3. What influence has the age of the 
sire, the age of the dam, the order of 
birth and the interval between births 
played in speed production. 

“4. The working out of a near-kin in- 
dex for speed in which the probable heredi- 
tary speed constitution of a given animal 
can be predicted within a definite range of 
error. 

“5. The collection of pedigrees showing 
the family distribution of definite unsound- 
nesses, which now are known to run in 
families, for the purpose of seeking more 
definite rules of inheritance.” 
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WELL-FED HORSES NEEDED 
NE more Congress has come to a close 
without correcting the question of in- 
sufficient feed for Army horses. Both 
from an economic point of view and that 
of military efficiency, the question is one 
of considerable importance. 

There is not the slightest excuse for a 
country as rich as the United States to 
fail to feed its animals sufficiently. This 
is particularly true in time of peace when 
there is no adequate excuse. 

During the war the transportation facili- 
ties were limited. As a consequence, the 
necessity to distribute them proportionate- 
ly to various needs frequently left none 
of them fully satisfied. 

From a military point of view, horses 
which are able to do their work are essen- 
tial. In time of war the need inevitably 
arises to demand of them more than their 
usual amount of work. The Infantry, who 
saw the Artillery horses drop dead in the 
harness along the roads of the Argonne 
with the consequence that the pieces and 
ammunition which should have supported 
them in the next fight were left behind, can 
have no more doubt of this than the Ar- 
tilleryman. Tractor Artillery and guns 
on motortrucks are excellent in theory, 
but have a long way to go as yet before 
they can adequately perform under fire the 
work done by the light Field batteries 
which are an integral part of an Infantry 
division. Aside from the many examples 
furnished by the Great War a knowledge 
of the terrain in this continent is sufficient 
evidence of the necessity for large bodies 
of Cavalry in any war. we are likely to 
fight. 





MEDICAL CORPS HEROISM 
“THE Medical Book of Merit,” published 

in the March issue of the Military 
Surgeon, proves conclusively that the sur- 
geon who accompanies combat troops on 
land or a fleet at sea is subjected to the 
same risks and has virtually the same 
chance to display heroism under fire as 
the officer of the line of the Army or Navy. 
During the last war 88 officers of the 
Medical Corps of the Army were awarded 
Distinguished Service Crosses for acts of 
heroism in the presence of the enemy. 





A typical citation is that of Lt. A. M. 
Bergstein, “Near Exermont, France, Oc- 
tober 6, 1918, under heavy shell fire, cared 
for the wounded, although he had been 
severely wounded and was suffering great 
pain. He refused to be evacuated until 
all the wounded had been treated.” 
Another is that of Capt. F. W. Black. 
“Near Soissons, France, July 22-28, 1918, 
he went over the top to the attack in the 
first wave and was wounded on the morn- 
ing of the first day. Disregarding his 
wound, he pressed on with the attacking 
troops and crossed and recrossed the sec- 
tor, rendering first aid to the wounded and 
placing them in shell holes. He worked 
unceasingly without sleep or rest and was 
again wounded on the forth day by shell 
fire. Though twice severely wounded he 
steadily refused to be evacuated until the 
evening of the fourth day when he was ex- 
hausted and suffering from his wounds.” 

The long list of citations brings vividly 
to the mind of every officer who saw com- 
bat the incidents which they witnessed in 
every fight of the devotion under the heavi- 
est fire of the officers and enlisted men of 
the medical units to their wounded com- 
rades of the line. 
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Cc. M. T. C. EXPANSION 

RE fifth season since the war of sum- 

mer training camps is approaching. 
Already there are signs that, as is habit- 
ually the case, more boys are going to ap- 
ply than the appropriations made by Con- 
gress will permit to be sent to camp. 
Though the first camp does not open until 
June nearly 4000 boys, most of whom have 
been at camp at least once, have alredy 
applied. This fact is highly significant. 
There can be no doubt that this movement 
has become a national institution and that 
in the future it will steadily increase in 
power and usefulness. 

The appropriations this year will permit 
but 35,000 to go to camp. However, this 
is a considerable increase upon the 10,000 
who could go the first summer. As the 
country readjusts itself. financially there 
can be no reason why the relatively small 
appropriations needed to send 100,000 boys 
a year should not be made an annual mini- 
mum. The questions asked by the doubters 
in the beginning as to whether the boys 
would want to go, or, having gone once, 
would go again and whether the parents 
would approve of the camps and what their 
sons were taught, have all been answered 
decidedly in the affirmative. To the Army 
belongs the credit for the excellent handling 
of the boys in the camps. To the more 
than 5000 civilian members of the Military 
Training Camps’ Association, who have given 
their time and services without remunera- 
tion, belongs the credit of overcoming the 
fear held by so many that military train- 
ing means militarism. To both belong the 
credit of proving beyond a doubt that mili- 
tary training, far from stunting the growth 
of or eradicating any of the principles of good 
American citizenship, strongly implants 
them where they have been missing and 
steadily encourages their better develop- 
ment.

PROMOTION BY SELECTION 


To THE EpIToR: 
ELATIVE to Chairman McKenzie’s 
request for letters on the subject of 
romotion and selection in the Army, the 
ollowing is submitted: 

In order that the reader may set a proper 
value on the contents of this letter, allow 
me to digress for a moment from the sub- 
ject to present my own status. I am a 
line captain in the Army, have never at- 
tended the U. S. Military Academy at West 
Point, came into the Army from civil life 
during the war, fought in a few battles in 
France and positively have no ax to grind. 

While I was on duty in Washington, in 
1920, the promotion list regulations were 
published and at that time many of the so- 
called injustices were foreseen, i.e.: 

fiicers of the Regular Army would 
be jumped by their subordinates who were 
already in the Regular Army. 

2. One class from West Point would 
lose over 3000 files, because their commis- 
sions were held up for 15 days. 

West Point graduates would be out- 
ranked by some of their classmates who 
had been “found” at the Academy. 

4. A large class of junior officers who 
had come into the Regular Army from civil 
life during the war and had been demoted 
to lieutenants in March, April, May and 
June, 1920, from the higher grades which 
they held during the war would not be al- 
lowed to take an examination for any grade 
such as the emergency officers were. 

5. No emergency officer, regardless of 
how efficient he might be, could obtain a 
field grade unless he was over 34 years of 
age. 

6. A large class of emergency officers 
who were commissioned captains would be 
jumped by a large class of emergency offi- 
cers who were commissioned lieutenants. 

7. A large number of Regular officers 
who had entered the Army just before the 
war would become field officers, although 
under 34 years of age. 

All these things could be foreseen if one 
read the bill carefully. 

In my own case I saw where I would 
lose about 1500 files and would be jumped 
by my subordinates, and consequently felt 
as though the whole world was down on 
me. 

At the same time an excellent young 
West Point officer in my office was be- 
moaning his fate and said that a _ high- 
ranking officer has intimated to him that 
if he could get an officer, not a graduate 
of the Academy, to plead his Class case 
before Congress it might do some good. 

I sympathized with him and offered to 
assist him. Armed with a pocketful of 
statistics I appeared before that fine old 
gentleman, the late Mr. Kahn, then chair- 
man of the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee. When I showed to Mr. Kahn some 
of the so-called injustices the later said: 
“That’s enough. I will not sign any such 
bill and I want you to go to Colonel . 
A.G. Dept., and tell him that I want that 
bill revised to take care of such cases.” 
(Colonel had been instrumental in 
framing the bill.) 

Highly elated, I picked up my statistics 
and with my West Point friend went 
straight to the War, State and Navy 
Building to interview Colonel . At 
last, I thought, Congress would change the 
bill and I would be a high-ranking captain 
and my West Point friend wal be just 
below me on the list. Wasn’t it wonder- 
ful? It was for about an hour. What 
selfish beings we mortals are. 


After an hour’s conversation with Colonel 
of the A. G. Dept., I was a beaten 
man and so was my friend. for where I 
had a ketful of statistics Colonel 
had a bushel of them. In other words, the 
changes I proposed would help hundreds 
while it hurt thousands, and so with every 
argument I presented. Therefore, I left 
the War, State and Navy Building a_de- 
jected and beaten man, but confirmed in 
the belief that the War Department and 
Congress had done the best for the general 
good of the Service, this despite the fact 
that Lieutenant Dumbbell will soon be a 
major, while I am and always will be a 
low-ranking captain. So much for the pro- 
motion bill as then presented. 

And now for the proposed bills of Mr. 
McKenzie and Mr. Johnson, the latter of 
whom I had the good fortune to meet as a 
fraternity brother in Washington and a 
man who has the interest of the Army at 
heart and always sincere in purpose. 

To a certain extent I think we all agree 
that some individual emergency captains 
should have received higher recognition; 
yet, on the other hand, would not Mr. John- 
son’s bill be like my own proposals, i.e.— 
would it not help hundreds and hurt thou- 
sands? How about the hundreds of emer- 




















gency officers who accepted lieutenancies 
knowing their length of service would make 
them captains? What of the hundreds of 
Regular officers who were reduced to liey. 
tenants just before July, 1920. and com. 
missioned captains July 1, 1920 How 
about all the other classes of officers who 
have been jumped by their subordinates? 
No doubt all of these classes will ask why 
should a certain class of officers who were 
commissioned captains on July 1, 1920, be 
placed on the list with all other captains 
of June 30, 1920, rather than with all other 
captains that were commissioned on July 
, 1920? 

If we must have a preference to classes, 
as proposed by Mr. Johnson, and a selee. 
tion, as proposed by Mr. McKenzie, why 
not take all the captains of today who ep- 
tered the Army between April 6, 1917, and 
November 11, 1918, and arrange them into 
groups on the promotion list according to 
the grade obtained by each officer during 
his eight years’ service from 1917 to 1924 
inclusive, i.e. 

First group, superior rating; second 
group, above average; third group, aver. 
age: fourth group, below average. 

The order within groups to be according 
to length of service. 

The Adjutant General’s Department has 
established a very efficient classification 
system, covering a period of eight years, 
during which each officer has been rated 
by some twenty to thirty officers. The 
grade obtained by each is a very accurate 
valuation of the officer’s services to the 
Government. 

This would satisfy Mr. McKenzie's se. 
lection idea and would solve Mr. Johnson's 
problem, provided the class of captains the 
latter refers to merit it. It would be a just 
reward to those captains who have not 
gained personally by a juggling of the pro- 
motion list or by a cut-throat competition. 
but who have worked diligently, honestly, 
efficiently and faithfully for their Govern- 
ment and country without any thought of 
remuneration. To those men belong the 
spoils. 

However, this plan also has numerous 
disadvantages. ‘Therefore, when we recall 
that those two illustrious and distinguished 
statesmen, the late Mr. Kahn and Senator 
Wadsworth of the Senate Military Con- 
mittee, who knows the conditions in the 
Army as well if not better than anyone in 
this country, approved the promotion list. 
but not until they had considered it for 
months and had given unlimited time to re 
ceiving suggestions from officers. Why not 
give those gentlemen credit and leave well 
enough alone unless we, devoid of any per- 
sonal selfishness, can propose something 
that will help thousands and injure none. 

And in the meantime, captains, let's all 
put our shoulders to the wheels and fight 
to gain the respect of our brother officers 
rather than promotion for ourselves, for 
after all that’s what counts in the Army.

WAS sorry to note in your issue of

regarding recognition of the Reserve off- 
cer.

I feel the attitude of each contributor 
to be somewhat in contrast with the policy 
established by General Pershing, whose 
child the Reserve project is.

This same 
professional admits, too, that the civilian, 
under the American idea of appropriations. 
is always a necessary and welcome 4

In my 40 years of non-professional so 
diering I have been associated with a vas 
number of Regular officers, who, with raré 
exception, much rarer than in commercia 
life, have treated me with the courtesy 4 
ways evident between gentlemen.

1 re-enlisted and have served as an enlisted man 
since. I now have about 10 months to complete 
my 30 years for retirement as an enlisted man. 
What I would like to know is if my service as an 
officer is considered ‘‘honorable,’’ within the mean- 
ing of the law that retires enlisted men who have 
served honorably during the war with the pay of

warrant officer. A. There appears to be no 
reason, under the conditions mentioned above, why 
your commissioned service should not be counted 
toward retirement. 

SGT. W. T., Q.M.C., FORT RODMAN, 
MASS.—Q. I have on file a claim in the General 
Accounting Office for the difference in pay between 
$100 per month, and Sergeant’s pay during the 
period I attended an Officers’ training camp. The 


claim has been approved, but during my service 
in France I was informed I was entitled to 
compensation of heat, light and room for my 
mcther; this information has been proven errone- 


ous, and the General Accounting Office so in- 
formed on inquiry as to dependency of my mother 
at that time. 

Can you ascertain if I will have to reimburse 
the Government or whether the amount due me 
from the original claim will take care of this? A. 


This will be taken care of in your claim. 

FIRST SGT., CAV., RET., SEATTLE, WASH. 
—Q. Was there ever a bill passed by the Congress 
in 1920 or 1921, allowing an increase of 20 
per cent. of base pay for soldiers serving in France 
between July 1, 1919, until December 1, 1919? 
A. The foreign service law was passed in connec- 
ticn with the Spanish War and was not repealed 
until June 10, 1922. You probably received full 
pay while in France. If not, address letter to the 
General Accounting Office, Claims Division, Wash- 
ington, D. C., making claim for any amount which 
may be due you, 

ORGANIZED RESERVES, FLORIDA—Q. An 
officer is entitled to commutation for heat and 
light for the number of rooms occupied by his de- 
pendents not in excess of the number of rooms 
occupied by himself. 

This will entitle you to commutation for heat 
and light for one additional room while you were 
a second lieutenant and three additional rooms 
while a captain, providing you had dependents oc- 
cupying such number of rooms. Suggest that you 
file any claim you may have with the General 
Acceunting Office, Claims Division, Washington, 
D. C 


H. F. H., FORT LOGAN, COLO.—Q. (1) What 
per cent. were American soldiers paid for foreign 
service during the World War?

LEGAL DEPARTMENT

The following Digest of Comptroller General 
Decisions is announced: 

1. A finance officer, U. S. Army, has applied for 
review of settlement No. M-8288-W, dated June 
6, 1924, wherein credit was disallowed in his dis- 
bursing account for $145.20 paid to a colonel as 
increased rental allowance for the period July 25 
to September 15, 1923, inclusive, and as increased 
subsistence allowance for the period August 1 to 
September 30, 1923, by reason of a mother who the 
officer alleged was dependent upon him for her chief 
support. Credit was disallowed on the ground that 
the mother was not, in fact, dependent upon her 
officer son for her chief support within the mean- 
ing of the act of June 10, 1922. 

The income value of the disclosed assets of the 
mother, for the purposes of the question of de- 
pendency under the law, if devoted exclusively to 
her own use, may be in a reasonable degree re- 
flected by comparison with what a like amount 
would return, if employed under a_ financially 
sound system of insured incomes, as a regular in- 
come during the remainder of her lifetime. In 
this case the mother was 67 years of age when 
payments were made to her officer son and had 
liquid assets she valued at $14,000, which amount 
represents approximately $127 per month on such 
protected income basis. 

While, of course, it is not intended to suggest 
the form of investment for the mother’s property, 
the amount of protected income apparently avail- 
able on such basis seems to fairly reflect the rea- 
sonable income value of her assets if devoted ex- 
clusively to her use and not held intact for trans- 
mission to her heirs—bearing in mind, of course, 
that the law requires that the mother be in fact, 
and not by the voluntary action of the parties, de- 
pendent upon the officer for her chief support. 

It is obvious, and it must be so held, that a 
mother with liquid assets having a potential in- 
come value of $127 per month and with an actual 
independent income of $75 per month, is not de- 
pendent for her chief support upon any one. (Bross’ 
case, February 27, 1925.) 

2. <A supply officer, U. S. Navy, requests review 
of settlement No. M-8790-N, July 25, 1924, wherein 
credit was disallowed for the sum of $551.70 paid 
to a lieutenant commander on account of commu- 
tation of quarters, heat and light from May 1 to 
June 30, 1922, and increase of subsistence and 
rental allowance from July 1 to September 30, 
1922, on his claim that his mother was dependent 
upon him under the act of April 16, 1918. A 
serious discussion whether the facts acknowl- 
edged by the officer establish dependency is 
neither required nor necessary. It is sufficient to 
say that a mother is neither actually and neces- 
sarily, nor in fact, dependent on her officer son 
for more than one-half of the cost of a reasonable 
living, nor for her chief support where she is liv- 
ing with her husband, who is possessed of in- 
tangible property of a stated value of $15,000, 
and this whether the husband is in good health or 
in ill health, and whether he is ‘‘in business’’ or 
not ‘‘in business.’’ Disallowance of credit to the 
officer must be and is sustained. (Ware's case, 
February 27, 1925.) 

38. A sergeant, Philippine Scouts, applied for 
review of settlement No. M-2369-W, dated July 
10, 1923, wherein was disallowed his claim for 
travel pay from Fort William McKinley, P. I., to 
Naguilian, La Union, P. I., based upon his dis- 
charge at the former place July 21, 1919. 

The War Department has reported that claimant 
has been in continuous service at Fort William 
McKinley since his first enlistment at that’ place 
May 26, 1918. The law, not having provided travel 
pay for enlisted men of the Philippine Scouts upon 
discharge, there is no authority for its payment to 
the claimant. 31 MS. Comp. Gen. 444A, March 
13, 1924. 

The record of claimant’s service shows that upon 
his discharge, July 21, 1922, he elected to receive 
travel pay from place of discharge to his home, 
Naguilian, La Union, P. I. If it shall be found 
upon investigation that he was actually paid 
travel pay the amount thereof will be certified due 
the United States and he will be required to make 
refund unless, before adjournntent of the present 
session of Congress, there shall be legislation 
validating the payment. (Nudo’s case, February 
28, 1925.) 

4. James P. Hail, administrator, submitted 
claim for amount due and unpaid at the date of 
death of Harold [. Hail, late second lieutenant, 
U. S. Marine Corps, wherein was involved the 
question of allowance of 50 per cent additional 
pay for flying duty for the period June 1 to 10, 
1924. It appears that Lt, Hail was killed in an 
airplane crash at 9.55 A. M., June 10, 1924, at 
Garrisonville, Va. 

The commanding officer of Division 1 (V.F. 
Squadron 1), First Aviation Group, Marine Bar- 
racks, Quantico, Va., June 10, 1924, certified that 
Lt. Hail was detailed for duty involving actual 
flying in aircraft July 25, 1923, and under this 
detail he performed during the period in question 
four flights of an aggregate duration of two hours 
and 20 minutes. During the month of May, 1924, 
it appears he performed 35 flights and was in the 
air 22 hours and 45 minutes. 

The Executive Order of July 1, 1922, fixes the 
minimum flying necessary to establish regular and 
frequent participation in aerial flights, viz., 10 
flights, or a total of four hours in the air during 
each calendar month, and prescribes that failure 
to meet such minimum requirements in any par- 
ticular month shall have the effect of suspending 
the detail duty involving flying, with a provision 
for compliance with the requirements by increased 
flights in the two succeeding months. 

It further provides that when the failure to meet 
the requirements is due to sickness or injury in- 
curred in line of duty, the detail to duty involving 
flying shall be considered as temporarily suspended 
from the day following that on which the dis- 
ability occurs. There is no provision in the Exe- 
ecutive Order covering cases of death in aviation 
accidents, and the requirements for 10 flights, or 
a total of four hours in the air, during each cal- 
endar month, can have no application thereto. The 


officer in this case was detailed to duty involving 
flying, and his flying log to date of death shows he 
was assigned to and was in the performance of 
duty requiring regular and frequent participation 
in aerial flights on a pro rata basis as established 
for a calendar month bv the Executive Order. 
The regulations not beiag applicable otherwise, 
flying pay is allowable under the law, during the 
period June 1 to 10, 1924. (Hail’s case, March 
7, 1925.) 

5. Upon review of a settlement wherein was 
disallowed a Navy officer’s claim for rental allow- 
ance as an officer with dependents (wife), from 
May 2 to 9. 1923; for mileage from San Diego, 
Calif., to New York, N. Y., under orders of 
November 11, 1922; for mileage from Mare Island, 
Calif., to Pearl Harbor, T. H., under orders of 
April 19, 1928, and for refund of $98, amount 
checked in his account for rental allowance from 
June 12 to July 30, 1923, it is held: Claimant 
having been on active duty and entitled to active 
duty pay and not having been assigned public 
quarters for the occupancy of himself and de- 
pendents (wife), is entitled to rental allowance 
for December 21, 1922, while traveling from 
New York, N. Y., to New London, Conn., under 
orders of November 11, 1922; ome day at $40 
per month, $1.33. 

He was allowed and paid rental allowance while 
on duty on board the U.S.S. Argonne from Novem- 
ber 28 to December 20, 1922, and while on duty 
on board the U.S.S. Chewink from December 22 
to 31, 1922. From May 2 to 9, 1923, while 
traveling from New London, Conn., to San Fran- 
cisco, Calif., under orders of April 19, 1923, 
eight days at $60 per month, $16, and from June 
12 to July 30, 1923, while on duty on board the 
U.S.S. Canopus, where his account was credited 
but subsequently checked, 1 month and 19 days 
at $60 per month, $98, making a total of $115.33 
due him, under section 6 of the Act of June 10, 


1922. (Fife’s case, March 7, 1925.) 
6. A Captain, Veterinary Corps, U. 8S. Army, 
requested. review of his settlement, raising a 


charge of $1,059.08 for amounts obtained by him 
as commutation of quarters, heat and light dur- 
ing the period from June 1, 1918, to October 31, 
1920, on his certificates that his mother was de- 
pendent upon him for more than one-half of a 
reasonable living. Without discussing the diverg- 
ent statements of fact or whether the facts now 
urged by the officer establish dependency, it is 
sufficient to say that a mother is not actually and 
necessarily dependent on her officer son for more 
than one-half the cost of a reasonable living when 
she resides with her daughter, where no evidence 
has been furnished establishing either the neces- 
sity for or fact of contributions from her son and 
where she owns in her own right property to the 
amount of $9730, from which she has an acknowl- 
edged income of over $50 per month and in addi- 
tion thereto receives a Government pension of 
$30 per month. (Long’s case, March 10, 1925.) 

A Medical Corps officer, U. 8S. Navy, re- 
quested review of settlement allowing his claim 
in the amount of $150 for uniform gratuity on 
reporting for active duty in the Naval Reserve 
Force, May 1, 1917, but wherein such amount 
was set off against an indebtedness due the United 
States of $3218.15 by reason of payments obtained 
by him for commutation of quarters, heat and 
light and rental allowance during the period from 
October 20, 1918, to December 31, 1923, as a 
result of certificates made by him that his mother 
was actually and necessarily dependent upon him 
for more than one-half of the cost of a reasonable 
living and for her chief support under the acts 
of April 16, 1918. Without entering into any 
lengthy discussion whether the facts indicated 
established dependency, it is sufficient to say that 
a mother is neither actually and necessarily nor in 
fact dependent on her officer son for more than 
one-half of the cost of a reasonable living nor 
for her chief support where she is living with her 
husband and family on a farm stated by the 
mother to be valued at from $7000 to $10,000, 
and under conditions commonly prevailing in cases 
of families residing in rural districts, and this 
whether her husband is in good health or in fll 
health. (Ebert’s case, March 9, 1925.)

SERVICE PUBLICATIONS 


JENGHIZ KHAN AND OTHER VERSES. By 
Erwin Clarkson Garrett. John C. Winston Com- 


pany, Philadelphia. $2.00. 
The book is in two parts, the first of which 
contains the verses entitled ‘‘Jenghiz Khan,’’ 


from which the book takes its title. This poem 
tells the story of the life and campaigns of that 
ruthless monarch of central Asia, who in the early 
part of the Thirteenth Century conquered the great- 
er part of the then known world. 

Incidentally, he is said to have been responsible 
for 5,000,000 deaths. The poem is geographically 
and historically correct to the smallest detail, 
allowing, of course, for the few small embellish- 
ments necessary for adequate poetic expression. 

There are also several verses having to do with 
the World War, chief among these being the ‘‘Ode 
to the First Division,’ a stirring tribute to the 
First Division; ‘“The Men of the First Division, 
A.E.F.,”” and “Semper Fidelis,’’ a short poem 
eulogizing the Unknown Soldier on the occasion of 
the Armistice Day ceremonies at Arlington National 
Cemetery in 1921. 

The second part of the volume is made up 
entirely of sonnets, which number 128. The book 
contains, too, various notes, including copies of 
War Department General Orders concerning the 
First Division. 

The following is an extract from one of the 
poems which has excited considerable comment: 
“Of First Division, you of all our troops, 

were hurled against the hinge 
At Soissons—there the mighty door must hold— 
There greatest pressure—there resistance bold— 
There desperate deeds high limned in letters gold, 
That bade the foeman cringe.”’

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SUBMIT REPORT OF ALL 
NAVAL VESSELS WRECKED 


IFTEEN destroyers, seventeen subma- 

rines, two cruisers and one Navy tug 
were either stranded, run aground or other- 
wise wrecked or damaged in the last two 
years, according to a report submitted to 
the House Naval Affairs Committee by Act- 
ing Secretary T. Douglas Robinson, just 
before Congress adjourned. The informa- 
tion was submitted in response to a reso- 
lution introduced by Representative La- 
Guardia of New York, and covered a period 
from January 1, 1923. 

The total loss was over $16,000,000, of 
which $12,482,151 went down with the 
seven destroyers, which, on September 8, 
1923, were stranded near Point Arguello, 
Calif. The greatest loss of any one vessel 
was the cruiser Tacoma, which was valued 
at $1,384,298.

STRESS AIR SERVICE AND 
ARTILLERY CO-OPERATION 


O-OPERATION with ground troops ani 

aerial observation of artillery fire is 
being greatly stressed in the training pro- 
gram for Air Service troops stationed at 
Crissy Field, recently. In this practice, 
which is known as “bracket adjustment, 
the aviator reports his observations of the 
bursts on the “puff target range” by radio 
or telephone to the groupd station. 

Specially constructed devices containing 
charges of black powder are concealed at 
different points on the terrain and ex 
ploded by electrical contacts. When the 
charge is ignited a puff of white smoke is 
emited, which simulates the burst of ar- 
tillery shrapnel. ; 

The aviator observing the relative dis- 
tance between the bursts and the theoret- 
ical target, sends his reports to the ground 
station, where they are analyzed and his 
accuracy in observation determined. 

This exercise, which is conducted for 
the purpose of familiarizing Air Service 
officers with artillery methods and for co- 
operation in the field, is but one of the 
many similar exercises devised by Maj. D. 
C. Emmons, commanding Crissy Field, for 
co-operation of the Air Service with ground 
troops.

Under this plan the Reserve regimental 
commander will be directly in charge of 
and responsible for the training of his unit 
and the individual officers comprising it. 
The Regular Army camp commander will 
supervise the instruction, but he will exer- 
cise that supervision through the Reserve 
regimental commander. 

Instructions embodying the above views 
have already been sent by Gen. Hagood to 
the Commanding General of the Coast De- 
fenses of Sandy Hook, N. J., and these 
will be carried out during the coming sum- 
mer camps. Reserve officers accordingly 
will be given the training status of emer- 
gency officers mobolized for active service 
and will get the same kind of field train- 
ing on a limited scale that Regular officers 
get.

HE Retirement Bill which provides re- 
tirement for Army and Navy nurses 
failed to be reported out of the Military 
Affairs Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives at the last session of Congress. 
However, it is felt that much has been 
done during the past year by the members 
of the Nurse Corps and their friends, in 
bringing the bill to the attention of many 
members of Congress. It is hoped, with 
such a good beginning plus the combined, 
renewed efforts of all, that the bill will 
be assured of passage at the next session 
of Congress. 
At the request of the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery, Miss Esther Vorhees Has- 
san, the first superintendent of the Navy 
Nurse Corps, has presented a picture of 
herself to be hung in the Nurse Corps of- 
fice. It is the desire of the Bureau that 
a picture shall be obtained from each su- 
perintendent in turn, to be kept as an 
official record. To date there have been 
but two superintendents to complete their 
period of duty with the Navy Nurse Corps.

COAST GUARD NOTES 


AN examination will be held on May 4,

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FREE SCHOOL TUITION 


HE Indiana Legislature, without a dis- 

senting voté, passed the bill introduced 
by State Senator Russell B. Harrison, per- 
mitting the attendance of Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps children at schools in the 
state without the payment of tuition.

BY RAYMOND V. SYKES 


About 25 years ago the idea was put into prac- 
tice of establishing credit institutions to occupy 
a position somewhere between the ordinary com- 
mercial bank and manufacturers, wholesalers and 
retailers. These institutions were for the purpose 
of supplying credit that could not be supplied by 
the banks. Such organizations, known as ‘“‘fac- 
tors,’’ had been established in connection with the 
textile industry for a number of years previously. 
Within the last 8 or 10 years, the idea has ex- 
panded considerably until today such companies 
have come to occupy a very important place in the 
financing structure of modern business. 

Concerns of this character are known as finance 
companies, credit companies, or discount companies. 
Their business includes discounting or buying com- 
mercial receivables, namely, accounts, notes, or 
acceptances, and advancing funds against merchan- 
dise, including automobiles, furniture, agricultural 
implements, restaurant fixtures, etc. 

An estimate of the size to which finance com- 
panies have extended their operations places the 
volume of business at more than $1,200,000,000 
annually. The total capitalization of the larger 
and more important of these concerns is placed 
at $100,000,000. 

In order to safely extend credit in directions 
which commercial banks cannot, the finance com- 
pany necessarily must operate on a somewhat dif- 
ferent basis. The finance company takes direct 
charge of its customers’ accounts, which it buys, 
and reserves the right to audit the books of its 
customers and to substitute other accounts if the 
ones purchased fail to be liquidated. Almost every 
finance company has different rules of thumb by 
which it operates, some not extending credit on 
luxuries such as diamonds and furs, some excluding 
highly specialized lines, others excluding accounts 
of municipalities or other political subdivisions, 
others requiring first or second class credit rating 
by either Dun or Bradstreet, or other varied ex- 
ceptions and requirements. Very thorough and 
special credit investigations are made of each 
borrower and the result of these combined precau- 
tions is a remarkably low rate of loss. Such 
losses as do occur are, in the majority of cases, 
attributable to fraud. The report from one com- 
pany, which may be accepted as typical, over a 
period of about 10 years, showed an annual average 
loss of 0.0012 per cent, and in almost no case 
has the loss exceeded one-half of one per cent. 

In a case where accounts receivable are pur- 
chased, the debtor may be advised that his account 
has been sold or assigned to the discount company, 
or he may not be notified, the two plans being 
known, respectively, as the ‘‘notification’’ and ‘‘non- 
notification.”” The latter plan is more commonly 
practiced. 

Usually about 75 to 80 per cent. of the face 
value of the receivables is advanced by the finance 
company, the theory being that manufacturers and 
wholesale dealers make approximately 20 to 25 per 
cent. on their turnover, and the finance company 
would not find it good business to put more money 
into an account than the customer has invested. 
The average maturity of the accounts purchased 
is from 45 to 60 days. Occasionally they run 
‘longer to as great a period as six months. General 
experience of the finance companies is that from 
10 to 20 per cent. of the accounts run past due. 
But the time is not more than 30 days. If the 
account is not paid off by that time the finance 
company requires the firm to which the credit 
was originally extended to re-purchase the ac- 
counts, either by refunding the advance or by 
substituting new accounts. 

The usual charge made by finance companies 
amounts to approximately one and one-half per 
cent. per month. Some companies in addition make 
a small premium charge for a fidelity bond. In re- 
turn they offer their customers their credit investi- 
gation facilities, legal advice, etc. On the basis 
of a charge of one and one-half per cent. per month, 
the annual earnings of the finance companies would 
amount to 18 per cent. on the amount of capital 
in use. The manufacturers as a rule sells his 
goods on the basis of 30 days net, with two per 
cent. off in 10 days. In other words, he is willing 
to pay two per cent. for quick cash. On the other 
hand, the finance company only charges one and 
one-half per cent. for 30 days money, so that if 
the account is paid in 30 days the manufacturer 
has gained one-half of one per cent; if the ac- 
count is paid off in 60 days the manufacturer has 
paid a net amount of one per cent. and has had 
the use of the money for the 60 days, or at the 
annual rate of 6 per cent. per annum. 

The annual volume of business of the finance 
companies may be said to range from 5 to 20 
times their capital investment. The original cap- 
ital consists of preferred and common stock sold 
to the public for investment purposes. This capital

is ppl nted by borrowing, banks being the 
usual source. In order to secure their loans the 
general form of the obligation is a collateral trust 
note. The collateral consists of the accounts re- 
ceivable that have been purchased and are de- 
posited with a trustee, generally a trust company, 
Should these accounts be paid off before the note is 
due, either the cash is turned over to the lender, 
or a new collateral substituted. 

The function of finance companies is not very 
different from that of commercial banks. The 
credit work is along the same lines and is carried 
out through the same sources. Payment of loans 
is made on an installment basis, differing in this 
detail from bank loans. Their position might be 
summed up as being a supplement to the commer- 
cial banking system of the country. Investors 
in the stocks of these companies do not assume 
the double liability risk that accompanies bank 








stocks.
